The 

mugging 

dilemma 


Does it ever make sense to put 
up a fight against an attacker?

D’Angelo Hampton keeps his belongings 
hidden when he takes the Green Line down- 
town from his home in Austin. He keeps his 
head up, greets the people he passes and 
always makes sure to stick to well-lit, busy 
streets. 

But the 23 -year-old wasn’t always as vigi- 
lant about his commute. In fact, 
he never thought much about 
what he would do if at- 
tacked— until a gunpoint 
robbery in November 
caused him to rethink 
his routine. As he 
walked on a dimly-lit 
side street to his home, 
two hooded assailants 
forced him into an al- 
ley where he was told to 
lie on his stomach as they 
took some of his belongings. 

“I thought about it unrealis- 
tically, we’ve all had those fantasies 
... like we automatically know karate or 
something,” he said. 

Hampton complied with his two assail- 
ants not knowing if their gun was real, but 
he said he would put up a fight if he was ever 
attacked again. He has even considered tak- 
ing self-defense classes. 

Although safety experts recommend 
victims not take on their assailants, recent 
news stories have chronicled commuters 
successfully doing just the opposite. Last 
month, 50 -year-old Linette Kossow chased 
down a man who snatched her wallet on the 
No. 36 Broadway CTA bus, retrieved the 
stolen goods and then delivered a religious 
lecture to the thief 

Kossow was tired of being a victim, she 
told the Tribune. 

Others have had successes taking a stand 


as well. A 24-year-old man was bruised and 
bloodied in December after he attempted 
to mug a reported expert in mixed martial 
arts. In the same month, a security guard 
thwarted a mugging at the North/Clybourn 
Red Line stop that led to three arrests. And 
in November, a 63-year-old man fought back 
against five men who robbed him, only to 
have them return his property Such high- 
profile reports of victims winning 
against their aggressors raise the 
question: Should Chicagoans 
be fighting back instead of 
giving in? 

“I had a lot of bad 
things happen, and I 
was just done,” said 
Kossow, who also has 
had her apartment bur- 
glarized and her email 
hacked. “I was just frus- 
trated. I was tired of being 
a victim.” 

Miguel Fuentes, head of the 
Chicago and national chapters of 
grassroots safety group The Guardian An- 
gels, said fighting back is a bad idea most of 
the time. 

“Most situations won’t end up like [the 
MMA fighter incident},” he said. “Is what 
you have more valuable than your life?” 

Fuentes said Chicago residents should 
take simple steps to make sure they aren’t 
victims in the first place. Take off the head- 
phones and put away the smartphones, he 
said. And if you do become a victim, focus 
on the assailant. 

“The best thing to do is get the best pos- 
sible description, a facial description,” he 
said, adding that victims should pay atten- 
tion to details that stand out, such as shoes 
or identifying scars. Fuentes also said com- 
muters should think more about taking self- 
defense classes, should an attack become 




violent. 

For Kate Webster, director of violence 
prevention programs at Chicago-based 
Thousand Waves Martial Arts, deciding to 
fight back is something everyone needs to 
carefully think about. 

“People need to have a plan, and decided 
already what they are willing to fight for,” 
she said. Taking on a mugger or intervening 
into a dangerous situation doesn’t always 
mean getting physical, she said. Thousand 
Waves teaches students several tactics on 
howto confront violence. In one case, a stu- 
dent was mugged and chose to give up her 
wallet in lieu of fighting, but she kept calm 
and was able to persuade the mugger to give 
her $2 for the bus. 

“We call that an unpleasant business ne- 
gotiation,” Webster said. 

Those who are successful in fighting off 
their attackers, Webster said, likely have 
thought out how they would react to a

The only surefire way to make sure you don’t have 
to fight back is to not become a victim in the first 
place. Courtesy of the Chicago Alternative Policing 
Strategy, here are some tips to stay safe while out 
and about in the city. 

Keep belongings close 
and hold on tight 

CAPS recommends keeping purses across the 
chest or arm, so a quick snatch-and-grab isn’t as 
likely. For guys, a wallet should be kept in a coat or 
side pocket, where it’s less likely to be picked. 

Don’t go alone 

There’s safety in numbers, and it’s recommended 
that pedestrians always walk in groups whenever 
possible. Even when there is safety in numbers, use 
bright streets and populated areas to get to Point B. 

Be prepared on the CTA 

Have an exact fare ready so there’s no purse or 
wallet digging, and pick an aisle seat so moving or 
fleeing is easier if something goes wrong. In the 
morning or late night, sit near the attendant on 
duty to reduce the risk of being a target. 

Act on instinct 

Ditch the ego and don’t be afraid to ask a friend to 
walk along to a car or bus stop, or request a taxi 
driver sticks around to make sure you get into 
your home. And if there is any perceived threat, 
get to a business or public place and call 
911 immediately. 

Be vigilant 

Headphones, texting and other distractions make 
it easier to miss signs of danger. Put the electron- 
ics away for later, and always keep at least one 
hand free.

theft or assault. And while stories like an 
MMA-trained heavyweight mercilessly 
taking on a thug romanticize the idea of 
fighting back, the reality is that it can get 
ugly, according to Webster. 

“It’s not a pretty sort of martial arts type 
of fight,” she said. “It’s going to get dirty; 
[you] are going to get hurt.” 

Although Hampton didn’t choose to en- 
gage his attackers because of their firearm, 
he said if faced with an unarmed mugger in 


the future, he would act differently 

“I would definitely put up a fight,” he 
said. “Putting up a struggle, it stalls for time 
for something good to happen.” 

But for CTA commuter Carolyn Trauner, 
getting physical does no good. 

“Whoever is mugging you in these situa- 
tions, they just want your things,” she said. 
“I just feel like {fighting] would escalate the 
situation so much quicker.”

J.Crew was among the first chain stores 
to spot an opportunity to sell bridesmaid 
dresses, introducing its collection online 
in 2004 and opening its first free-standing 
bridal boutique in 2009 in Manhattan. Ann 
Taylor, White House/Black Market, Costco 
and Target also have stepped into the bridal 
business in recent years, Nordstrom took 
the plunge in 2010, adding glass-encased 
W;dding Suites near the dress departments 
at more than a dozen stores.

Feb. 15 is for ... cheaters? 
Adulterers flock to site

If Valentine’s Day isn’t shaping up to be an af- 
fair to remember, you can always, well, have 
an affair to remember. 

More than 175,000 Chicagoans are mem- 
bers of Ashley Madison, a controversial dating 
website that caters to people in relationships 
who are interested in adultery The service 
boasts more than 12.6 million members. 

The site experiences some of its high- 
est membership bumps this week because 
Feb. 13 is Mistress Day (when cheaters indulge 
their mistresses because they are busy with 
their significant others on Valentine’s Day) 
and Feb. 15 is when some people look else- 
where for love because their Valentine’s Day 
was lackluster, Ashley Madison spokeswoman 
Steph Davidson said. 

The Toronto-based service, which of- 
fers free sign-ups but charges to exchange 
messages, has been under fire since it began 
10 years ago. In 2009, an ad for the site was 


not allowed in the Super Bowl. Last year, the 
site advertised with images of presidential 
hopeful Newt Gingrich, who has publicly ad- 
mitted to an extramarital affair. 

Locally, 336 Chicagolanders signed up for 
the service Monday, an increase of 180 per- 
cent compared with a typical day, Davidson 
said. About two in three Ashley Madison us- 
ers from Chicago are men. 

Davidson said she expects Wednesday 
to yield an even bigger membership bump: 
300 percent. 

“These primarily {are} people who had a 
Valentine’s Day filled with unmet expecta- 
tions and have made the determination that 
they need to seek emotional and/or sexual ful- 
fillment elsewhere,” Davison said in an email. 

But hopeless romantics need not fret: Val- 
entine’s Day is one of the site’s lowest regis- 
tration days of the year. The Chicago area was 
on track to see 92 sign-ups Tuesday, Davidson 
said.

How would you describe the new album’s 
sound to someone who isn’t familiar with 
the band?

Lagunitas packs quality, bargains into 22-ounce bottles 


Chicago Tribune 

Back in 1995, Lagunitas Brewing became one 
of the first breweries to sell craft beer in large- 
format bottles. Today it is a standard. 

But Lagunitas continues to stand out in 
the 22-ounce bottle crowd. The Petaluma, 
Calif, brewery’s “tallboys” are reliably full 
of bold, memorable beer in a range of styles 
that, best of all, cost in the neighborhood 
of $4.50— about half the price of the aver- 
age 22-ouncer. At most, the brewery wants 
to see the bottles priced at $5, said Karen 
Hamilton, who works in Lagunitas’ national 
marketing. 

“Those bottles were Tony’s idea way back 
when,” Hamilton said of Lagunitas founder 
Tony Magee, who also is her brother. “When 
he started the brewery one of his goals was to 
make really good beer at an affordable price 
so that everyone can have some.” 

Lagunitas bottles seven beers in a 22-ounce 
format per year, and they have several com- 
monalities, namely richness, robust flavor and 
beefy alcohol content. 

Though not all are quite world class (what 
do you want for $4.50?), there isn’t a dud in 
the bunch and a few, like the Cappuccino 
Stout and Lucky 13, border on exceptional. 

They can also function as a test ground. 
The brewery’s well-loved A Little Sumpin’ 
Wild— a large, boozy Belgian IPA— debuted 
in 22-ounce bottles before becoming a main- 
stay in six-packs.

» A rotating selection (last year it was a wei- 
zenbock; this year’s is to be determined) 


One warning: Not all of its 22-ounce beers 
are available in all of the 30 -plus states where 
Lagunitas is distributed. But as one of the na- 
tion’s fastest-growing breweries, Lagunitas 
rarely has a supply shortage, which means 
the 22-ouncers are not only cheap, but usually 
easy to find. 

At least one other entity might be picking 
up on the idea. Trader Joe’s recently released 
its line of Boatswain beers— bold, strongly 
hopped brews in 22-ounce bottles that cost 
just $1.99 each. 

Though an impressive deal. Boatswain 
mostly underscores the value of Lagunitas. 
For just a few more dollars, you get markedly 
better beers, if not the best deal going in craft 
beer.
